Hitler and his advisers are also 
alarmed at the growing threat of 
Soviet domination. Loss of Nazi 
supremacy in the Baltic has prompted 
the Fuehrer to strengthen the defences 
on his new Eastern frontier where 
German and Russian borders meet. 
In addition, as many German troops 

as possible are to be transferred for duty 
on that frontier—further indication that 
there is growing mistrust between the 
two dictators, 

The haste with which Major-General 
Todt, builder of ‘the Siegfried Line, is 
pushing ahead the fortification of the 
Eastern frontier is significant. It is a 
pointer to totally unexpected develop- 
ments in the war line-up of the nations. 


But before. Stalin—now branded 
World Aggressor No. 1—launches his 
drive against the Balkan States, he has 
to subdue Finland, And yesterday the 
Finns were still offering spirited re- 
sistance to the Soviet invaders. 


Bombs on Helsinki have strengthened, 
not weakened, the resolve of the Finns. 
They announced . yesterday that they 
were ready to fignt to the last man. 

The country is almost solid behind the 
new Government, and counts-as nothing 
the puppet Communist Government set 
up by the Russians at the Karelian town 
of Terijoki near the Soviet frontier.

first described as a “ one day war." 

It has not proved so. Against in- 

superable odds, the Finns still chose 

to put up a gallant fight. And 

though their cause seems hopeless, 
the first day of Red Russia’s wanton onslaught 
may prove a turning point in world history. It 
may mark the end of an epoch. Already 
it has chilled the hearts of millions of 
thoughtful people in every land. And it 
has given a new significance to the mighty 
cause for which Britain and France are 
fighting. 


In point of sheer bna Stalin has 
outdone Hitler himself. There was literally 
no excuse for his sudden, ruthless and over- 
whelming attack upon a small and peaceful 
neighbour. 


The Finns, as these notes arc written, have 
changed their Government and hope for an 
armistice. Russia apparently will be satisfied 
with nothing less tnan surrender. 


The.outside world is for the present power- 
less to intervene, but, unless civilisation as 
we have known it is utterly to perish, there 
must come a day of reckoning for all 
despots.

AWLESSNESS is:what I want. to 

- talk over with you today. The 

details of the latest gangster crime in 

Europe must be known to all of you, but, in 

one sense, the method of the criminal is 
more sinister than the crime itself. 


Stalin's motives are clear enough. He 
wanted certain islands and ports in Finland 
to complete his domination of the Baltic. 


He wanted them and so he decided to take 
them. He employed the “sickening tech- 
nique” of power politics with scarcely any 
variation from the Hitler model. 


Months of pressure and ‘threat having 
failed to bring a free people to its knees, the 
slave Press of the Soviets whipped up a cam- 
paign of lies and hate.

OU remember how the Nazis raved 
about Polish “threats” to the 
Reich? Just-so, but even more outrageously, 
the Bolsheviks raved about Finnish

The falsity of this Press campaign was so 
obvious that one wonders why Stalin should 
have thought it worth while. It couldn't 
deceive the outside world for a single instant: 
if it deceived the Russians themselves. then 
their mental subjection to authority must t- 
truly abject. 


Be that as it may; Stalin's mind was made 
up from the start. He was resolved to use 
force if intimidation failed. 


And yet, no longer ago than last Wednes- 
day, Molotov, his Foreign Minister, had the 
hardihood and cynicism to declare that 
rumours of a forthcoming invasion of 
Finland were “a perfidious calumny "!

MESES. which has a special regard 
for the Finns, had been watching 
the development of the situation with in- 
creasing anxiety, and her offer to mediate 
WaSeas sincere and well intentioned and— 
alas!—as useless as other efforts she has 

made to avert. other aggressions. 


You see, it is impossible to reason with 
tyrants who pare.. no regard for law or 
justice. 


Stalin has chosen to become such a tyrant. 
With utter contempt for world opinion, he 
struck his victim down. 


And in the bombing of Helsinki he achieved 
a crowning infamy.

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O you see now my reason for think- 
ing that the invasion of Finland 
has given a new significance to the cause for 
which we are fighting? 


We may have thought, and some of the 
neutrals may have thought, too, that the 
overthrow of the Nazi Government would 
achieve our purpose. 


But now it is surely obvious that the world 
will never know peace and security again rntil 
the rule of law itself is re-established. 


Law, with powers for its enforcement, is 
the only protection of the weak against the 
strong. 


The Allies are fighting to save the whole 
world from gangster rule. Perhaps, before 
the final victory is won, many neutral coun- 
tries, great and small may come to realise 
that we are fighting their battle.

O one can yet foresee the ultimate 
consequences of this latest Rus- 
sian aggression, but someg of its immediate 
implications are full of interest. 


Germany, for instance, is scarcely less dis- 
turbed than we are ourselves. though^for very 
different reasons. She professes to “ under- 
stand" her giant neighbour's action. and, in 
fact, she may understand it only too well. 


Even Hitler must be wondering today 
whether he has not paid too high a price for 
Russia's uncertain support. 


And many of the Fuehrer's chief lieutenants, 
notably General Goering himself, are quite 
sure the price was far too high! 


For the Baltic has now become a Russian 
sea. Gone are the Nazi dreams of dominating 
the little northern countries and gradually 
monopolising Scandinavian trade. 


The regular army, many of whose officers 
and men actually tought against the Russians 
years ago to establish Finland’s independence 
and thus to create a buffer state against the 
Soviets, is resentful, if not alarmed. 


And poor Von Ribbentrop, the prime advo- 
cate of the Moscow pact, must be shaking in 
his shoes!

Now, perhaps, even the most loyal Nazis are 
beginning to wonder whether the Leader has 
not actually led them into a trap.

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N Scandinavia and among. all the 
smaller neutrals the dominant im- 
pression just now is a mixture of fear and 
indignation. 


Sweden naturally has a particular and acute 
anxiety She is wondering, as all the world is 
wondering, wnether Stalin will be content 
with his Finnish gains or whether he may 
soon begin to make demands upon her. 


Your old friend, for, what his opinion is 
worth, thinks this unlikely. It is true that the 
Russian dictator has altogether abandoned 
his old policy of pacific isolation, but he may 
have done so chiefly to make himself secure 
against Germany. 


Stalin should know exactly how little a pact 
with a dictator is worth. He had a non- 
aggression pact with Finland until last week! 


And since there is no honour among thieves, 
he has been steadily—there is no doubt about 
this—making good his defences against all 
possible attack by his new friend. Hitler. 


The Finnish invasion will probably give. him 
all the strategic advantages he needs to 
complete his task, and so he may be content 
to sit back again and watch the outside world 
at war.

Among these conscientious 
answers, one must think that a 
goodly proportion are mere 
attempts at self-preservation. 

So patriotic critics become hot 
under the collar and consign the 
entire species to the hot regions. 


But sweeping censure isn’t 
wholesome. You cannot con- 
demn everyone producing a 
protest. Indeed, there 
many reasons for tolerance.

Life is sweet to flaming youth, 


and, looking at the last war, a 
youngster finds a  one-in-six 
chance against, while other 


people go on living. 

Influences at home, too, can be 
weighty, Dad and mother may 
be the real objectors. And if 
they have an impressionable 
son, what they say usually 
goes. 


This is particularly true if dad 
has been knocked about in mind 
or body in the previous strafe 

Indeed, to give a complacent 
verdict in every case is impos- 
Sible, and I wouldn't accept a 
tribunal seat for a Ministry of 
Information salary. 

I cannot bring myself to oppose 
this right to appeal At the same 
time, like others, I insist on a line 
being drawn somewhere. 

But this insistence should not 
preclude all objectors from re- 
ceiving our charitable patience. 

Genuine pacifists suffer plenty 
sneers. And among them are 
brave men preferring prison and 
even death to assisting in war. 


They feel God-inspired. A 
patriot who has his own 
patriotic conscience must logic- 
ally allow for such convictions. 


Some people deride a second 
lot, nervous souls hanging back 
through fear alone. But who 
among us has not faltered in 
some other phase of life? 

Like bravery, fear is many- 
Sided. One who fails in war may 
be a hero in the illnesses or 
poverty of peace.

Today, we find national Govern- 
ments behaving as objectors, 
not on account of conscience, 
but through unashamed fear 


Holland, Belgium, and the rest 
are out of the war, in spite of 
Nazi beastliness, because they 
dread national extinction. 

Even the third class of simply 
selfish objectors who have an eye 
to material things can produce a 
national counterpart. 

U.S.A. leaders have a conscience 
all of their own and they get clear 
away with it. 


So when you read of British 
objections, weak though some 
may be, don't be too hard. 


We all reverence the great 
bravery of our soldiers on the 
Maginot Line, sailors risking Nazi 
torpedoes and mines, and airmen 
facing the bombers, 

But, as I say, don't be too hard 
on the others. 

Maybe I shall receive protests 
in my letter-bag, but I think the 
tribunals can be safely left to do 
their job satisfactorily 

In this war let us cut out white 
feathers, sarcasm and vindictive- 
ness. They don't mix with the 
professions of our ideals.
